Reagan’s taxes

Last Friday, April 30, KERS 
news reporter, Rosemary King, 
brought to my attention a news 
story that Governor Ronald 
Reagan had not paid any state 
income tax. As a result of this, the 
KERS 6 p.m. news carried a story, 
delivered by Rose King on that 
subject. 

Governor Reagan has since 
commented on this matter calling 
it an invasion of his privacy 
Indeed, from my standpoint as a 
journalist, | cannot agree with the 
Governor. When the Governor of 


Caltfornia, or for that matter, any 
other public official, violates the 
public trust no matter what the 
issue might be, it is the duty of 
the press in this country to report 
that violation, so Jong as that 
individual holds public office. 


KERS news reported a story, 
written and delivered by Rose 
King of the KERS news staff, that 
Governor Reagan had paid no 
state income tax. In that story, we 
raised only a moral question, with 
regard to the Governor who has 
publicly stated that “taxes should 
hurt,”’ then, by using tax 
loopholes available to only certain 
individuals in this state, those who 
have suffered some financial 
misfortune, and at the same time, 
reported the facts and truth 
Ronald Reagan paid no state 
income taxes 


The KERS news staff does not 
specifically single out the 
Governor, or any other public 
official for criticism on a matter 
like this. It would make no 
difference what political party, 
philosophy, whatever, as we 
would still seek the truth and the 
facts. The official policy of the 
KERS News Department, under

Alternative Education 
aids EOP students 


As a part of Alternative Education at Sacramento State Crilege, a 
class called Lobbying was formed by an intcrested grour of students. 
This course is now accredited by the college administration. It was 
decided that one of the best methods for learning the legislative process 
was through actual participation in the lobbying at the state capital. 

After gathering information on different bills and proposals, the 
concensus of the class was that the distressed Educational Opportunity 
Program was in need of our support. 

We have compiled a few facts to once again remind you that the past 
history of the Educational Opportunity Program is indicative of the 
continued success of the program. For example, since the program 
began three years ago the average grade point average of accepted 
students was approximately 2.0; however, by the end of the first year, 
their grade point average had risen by .7. In 1969 the average number 
of units attempted by the EOP students was 16.4 with an average grade 
point average of 2.55, which is slightly below the general Sacramento 
State College average of 2.79. In the spring of 1970 the average GPA 
was 2.61. This year of 350 continuing EOP students, 50 students have 
made the Dean’s Honor List 

During the first year of EOP, the student dropout rate was one-tenth 
of 1% of 54 students. During the second year the EOP admitted 300 
students of which 286 of them continued through the next year. This 
year the EOP admitted 400 students of which there were 10 dropouts. 
The dropout rate was not for academic reasons but for personal 
motives 

From the many letters currently being received at the EOP office, one 
can see that prospective EOP students have a great desire to continue 
their education. Other letters from past EOP recipients acknowledge 
the fact that they would be unable to continue their education without 
the partial aid of the Educational Opportunity Program. Unfortunately, 
the Governor's recent proposal for budget cuts would terminate the 
continued education of many disadvantaged minority students 

As you probably already know, the Governor slashed the Chancellor’s 
request for 4.1 million dollars to 1.6 million dollars for the EOP. This 
cut in the budget is representative of all the state colleges. This cut puts 
the entire idea of an on-going and expanding Educational Opportunity 
Program on extremely unstable terms. This is the lowest allocation in 
the history of EOP. In the first official and operational year, 1969-70. 
the state received 2.35 million dcllars for such programs. In the 
following year, 1970-71, the program received 3.3 million dollars, and 
now in a period of growth, the allocation is only 1.6 million dollars 
which virtually eliminated 4 out of 19 programs 

We have not been able to provide all of the necessary supportive 
services for the students. We have attempted to provide tutorial and 
counseling services but lack of funds have limited out efforts. Many 
people have volunteered to help (mostly of ethnic background) but 
these people need almost as much financial aid as the EOP students. 

This proposal aims to provide supportive services needed by the 
students since present funding is inadequate. Our groups strongly urges 
the support of Chancellor Dumke’s proposal of a 4.1 million dollar 
budget. The above facts speak for themselves in regard to the 
Educational Opportunity Program. 

So far approximately 4] legislators intend to endorse this proposal. 
Only a few more supporters are needed to secure this goal within the 
legislature. We know that you will give consideration to this 
augmentation and hope that you will, after reviewing the facts, agree 
with our position. 

Our society is in great need of well educated individuals regardless of 
race. It is only through the public’s awareness and support that these 
progressive endeavors can be used to maintain equality. 

It is our hope as a lobbying class that it is not impossible to work 
through the present governing system. It is the intention of our 
endeavors as a class to encourage other groups and individuals to follow 
suit.

Most people now know that 
Governor Ronald Reagan paid no 
state income tax for 1970. What 
most people don't know is that 
Rosemary King of KERS first 
broke the story last Friday night 
on the 6 o’clock news 

Mrs. King, an SSC senior, first 
learned of the Reagan evasion as 
an on-campus rumor Thursday 
Armed with information provided 
through an undisclosed source, 
Mrs. King decided to go ahead 
with the broadcast. “‘We believed 
we could trust the information,” 
she said. However, “this source is 
not in any way connected with 
the Franchise Tax Board.” 

In answer to accusations by 
Reagan of the illega! revelation of 
the information regarding 
Reagan’s tax record, Mrs. King 
said, “‘] have not seen the 
document.” 

Governor Reagan Wednesday 
accused newsmen of invading his 
privacy and cited an unidentified 
“someone” of illegally leaking the 
information. A spokesman for the 
Franchise Tax Board said an 
investigation is underway to find 
out who that person might be 

However, the rumor was 
brought to the attention of the 
Governor until his press 
conference the following Tuesday 
John Jervis of KCRA asked the 
Governor of his tax status to

It took an established media 
representative to really break the 
story.” 


On the Friday night KERS 
broadcast, Mrs. King said if the 
rumor was true, it “conflicts 
somewhat with the Governor’s 
stated philosophy that ‘taxes 
should hurt.’ A zero tax bill is a 
pretty painless way to go.” 

In addition to his just-increased 
salary of $49,100 @ year, and 
$15,000 expenses as governor, 
Reagan owns extensive land 
holdings in Riverside County, a 
home in Pacific Palisades plus he 


received $2 million from the sa.. 
of his Malibu Canyoj ranch. 

The news of Reagan's tax 
evasion sparked criticism from 
members of the legislature. Sen 
George Moscone (D~-San 
Francisco) said, “It’s very easy to 
say ‘taxes should hurt’ when 
you're not paying your fair 
share.” Sen. Nicholas C. Petris 
(D--Oakland) compared the 
governor to welfare recipients 
who use loopholes to gain 
increased benefits. ““The Governor 
has been very vocal in his 
opposition to that. Now he’s using 
the law in the same way. It's 
exactly the same thing, except 
this applies to people at the top of

Midnight skulker strikes

Unknown persons succeeded in 
giving some occupational security 
to SSC’s three full-time painters 
These dedicated persons are, as a 
matter of fact, painters 
themselves. Their work adorned 
six campus buildings Thursday 
morning 

Early arrivals on campus 
Thursday probably saw one or all 
oi the “artistic” creation scattered 
around campus. By nine o'clock 
the diligent crew of state 
employed workmen were already 
painting over the approximately 
seven-foot high statement on the 
front of the Administration 
building “You've got 
Star-spangled nails in your coffin, 
boy. That's what they've done for 
your son.” 

President Bernard Hyink was not 
available for comment as he was 
in Los Angeles attending the 
president's meeting in the 
Chancellor's office. Darrell j 
Inabnit, administrative vice 
president of SSC, declared the act 
“a kind of childish method of 
protest.’ Inabnit further claimed 
that “funds in our crisis with the 


budget " could be used “to better 
advantage than painting over 
things two and three times a 
week.” 

It was the opinion of the 
re-painters that the “artist” was 


either very tali or carried a ladder 
since much of the graffiti was 
eight feet or higher. The crew of 
painters was forced to use 
scaffolds to paint over them 


‘*Trash Servomation’’ was 
written in runny black letters (as 
were all the others) on the 
southern side of the Roundhouse 
Since it could not be painted over, 
a special cleaning fluid had to be 
used to remove the words from 
the bricks. No one in the 
Sacramento office of Servomation 
was available for comment until 
noon Thursday despite several 
attempts. A Servomation 
receptionist with a nervous voice 
referred the Hornet to the Hornet 
Foundation Executive Director 
Bill Webb who said, “They've 
done this to a lot of buildings. It’s 
a shame that students would do 


this. It just requires time and 
money on the part of the 
corporation yard to repair or 


replace the paitings. 


The Hornet Foundation not only 
manages the Roundhouse but one 
other service which served as a

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canvas for the nocturnal artist 
The southwest corner of th 
cafeteria, which had just bee 
repainted after a Sunday nigh 
escapade with a can of spra 
paint, had these word 
emblazoned on it, “Just hope and 
pray that if they drop the bomb 
they drop it on the Pentagon.’ 
The northwestern corner bore 
smaller statement, “Smash U. 
imperialism.” 

The largest of the “ten works 
appeared on the western wall o 
the new Speech building near Jed 
Smith Road. It said “Victory tq 
the Vietnamese” in huge letter 
with an unbelievably realists 
(considering the medium) drawin 
of a fist smashing through 
building. Another piece of graffit 
“Power to the People” appeared 
on the same building 

Cari Thomas, chairman of th 
Theatre A;yts Department whic 
occupies and uses 4 good portio 
of the Speech building, said h 
“totally disgusted with thé 
whole business.”

of the Social Science buildin 
bore an epithet which Clitf Civil 
chief security officer called 


common four-letter wor 
followed hy the word “war.” Thi 
was painted over because it wa 
judged to be an obscenity. The 
new paint job was covered with 
the words “Free Angela.” Th 
opposite end of the same building 
was embellished by the words 
“Draft Nixon.” Officer Civil 
added “These people have talent, 
it’s a shame it’s misguided.” 

The Business Administration ., -«« 
building bore the last two of 
the piecesof graffiti. The eastern 
end said “‘Free Bobby and 
Ericka,” while the western end 
bore the quotation from a Bob™. 
Dylan song, “You don’t need a - 
weatherman to know which way 
the wind blows.” 

Dean Vergil Miller of the 
Business Administration 
department was not available for 
comment but his assistant, 
Acting-Dean Dr. Leete Thompson 
had this to say of the vandalism, 
“I really don't know what to say 
As a taxpayer, unlike Ronald 
Reagan, I feel the money could be 
used more profitably than 
repainting the buildings.”’ But, he 
continued, it was better that it 
was painted than bombed.”

recommendations for changes in 
degree requirements. These ideas 


were submitted to the School of 
Social Work Executive Committee 
for consideration and 
implementation 


Undergraduate recommendations 
included suggestion of an 
“innovative approach” to make 
education an ‘‘exciting’’ 
experience. The undergraduates 
showed a “marked tendency” to 
want to double the amount of 
field work hours required. They 
wanted field work expanded to 
more agencies and situations in 
order to aid both the student and 
thé community.

familiar with them

study’’ was requested 
included greater credit 
relevant education and work 
experience, closer collaboration 
between work and elass 
instruction available, a wider 
range of field work and a greater 
amount of pertinent classes. There 
was also considerable interest in 
making opportunities available to 
participate in encounter groups, 
sensitivity marathon 
encounters current 
cultural experiences. The 
graduates felt that this was a 
recognition of the importance of
